THE BYE ELECTIONS. 


The Government Met a Reverse 
Ie the Country on 
Wednesday. 


The result of the four Dominion bye- 
elections that were held on Wednes- 
day have given political speculators 
abundant scope fur meditation and 
further prophecy. Wednesday was 
Indeed an occasion upon which the 
first was last and the last first. Three 
Constituencies ‘were overwhelmingly 
Catholic, and in these three, notwith- 
standing thet the Government’s order 
was kept well to the frontin the cop- 
testa, Opposition candidates carried the 
day ; while in Protestant Haldimand, 
where the remedial order was in fact 
the only issue discussed, Minister 
Montague was returned with a large 
majority. 

Sir John ‘Thomp-on carried 
Antigonish at the Inst general elections 
by a majority of 227. The population 
of the county is made up of 13,859 
Roman Catholicsand 2,347 Protestants. 
On Wednesday the Conservative can- 
didate, Chisholin, was defeated by Mc- 
Isance, Liberal, by 114 majority. 
‘Quebec West's electorate is nade up 
almost wholly of Catholics. The can 
didatestthere,were neither of them nom- 
inated by Government or Opposition, 
although McGreevy, of boodling repu- 
tation, was covertly supported by the 
and hia opponent, 
Dobell, declared for reciprocity with 
the United States. Dubeil, the free 
trader, was elected on Wednesday by 
9 majcrity. 

Iu Vercheres, the last census showed 
the population to be 12,234 Roman 
Catholics, 8 Anglicans sud 15 Metho- 
dists. It has always been a close 
constituency, and although it was 
captured at the last general election 
by a Liberal, the unpression wae pre- 
valent that the Government, by the 
remedial order, Laurier’s silence and 
the active assistance of the Clergy, 
would carry the county on Wednes- 
day, The count stows thet Geoffrion, 
Liberal, was elected over Baisillon, 
Conservative, by a majority of 228. 

Haldimand at the Inst elections 
gave Montague a majority of 78. Its 
population is largely Protestant and 
includes many Orangemen. This tig- 
ures of the last census jn -:the riding 
yave the standing as 7¥,071 Catholics 
and 14,392 Protestants. Haldimand 
6h Wednediay gave Montague a ‘ma 
jority of 653 over McCurtiy, a Me- 
Carthyiie candidate, who was vigor- 
Ously supported by D’Alton McCarthy 
himself and by Attorney-General 
Sifton of Manitoba and Father Finn, 
Grand Chaplain of the Orange orderin 
Manitoba. The Liberals did not put 
up a candidate in Haldimand, and a 
glance at the vote cast will force the 
most unsuspicious to thé conclusion 
that the reported “deal ” between Con- 
servatives and Liberals in Haldimand 
to down the Patrons was an actuality. 
There are over 3,600 voters in Haldi 
mand, and on Wednesday less than 
ofe third that number were polled, 
whieh is conclusive evidence that the 
feeling of the riding is not in favor of 
the Government's action in the school 
question, even though the people did 
allow their eloquent representative's 
Yetern as a Minister of the Crown. It 
would seem that by the “deal” the 
Liberals neatly tricked themselves out 
of.-the opportunity to capture Dr. 
Montague’s seat. Under this circum- 
stance and in consideration of the small 
pollon Wednesday, the Government 
victory in Haldimand must be put 
down as a pretty tame triumph to off-

The sinking of the Elbe has raised the 
question whether travellers to-day are any 
less liable to sudden death by drowning 
than they were before great express steam- 
ers with many water-tight compartments 
were constructed. Thecompartment sy®- 
tem, as is well known, is designed to kee 
ships afloat for a long time in the event of 


“| such an accident as occurred to the Elbe. 


That unfortunate ship, although fourteen 
years old, was as weil constructed as any 
vessel now afloat in this respect, Never- 
theless, she sank in twenty minute or leas 
after being struck by # small steamer, tak- 
ing down with her more than 300 soule. As 
@ matters of fact, absolute safety to steam- 
ers under such circumstances is a practical 
impossibility. Horace Lee, well known as 
@ marine architect, says :— ; 
“Every ship has its vital point,and to re- 
move the vulnerability ie to destroy the 
practical value of the ship. The Elbe went 
down because she was struck in her vital 
point, and although such a thing is not 
apt to happen toa ship more than once 
in a thousand times, nevertheless it may

And it cannot be guarded against ; as well 
expect to insure a house from falling when 
an earthquake strikes it. Jn the case of 


j the Elbe my supposition is—and we can 


have outa supposition, in view of the 
slight kuowledge we have of the catas- 
trophe—that she was struck amidships at 
a bulkhead. The hole being made bere, ex- 
posed at leasttwo large compartments to an 
inundation of water. inthis part of the ship 
were the heavy machinery and abundant un- 
filled space ; near by was the mailing room 
contributing more , and this room 
robably led to others. All this space was 
quickly filled with water, and the ship was 
soon borne down by the weight, the high 
waves precipitating the sinking. 

“Tne inundation of so much space in a 
vital part might have been prevented if 
there had been more bulkheads, one night 
say, but to provide them, while appsrently 
feasible, is really impracticable. Com- 
munication between the compartments in 
a ship must be had, so the buikheads have 
to be pierced by doors, Besides, you must 
have open communication betweaen the two 
adjoining compartments which contain 
the machinery of the ship, eo that these 
two are thus practically one. And the 
more compartments you kave-the more 
means of communication between them you 
must have. 

“A ship might be subdivided into in- 
numerabie compartments, but, besides the 
danger just suggested, there is 


AN ELEMENT OF IMPRACTICABILITY 


from a commercial point of view. Steam- 
ships are built for profit afterall. Multi- 
plication of bulkheads diminishes the room 
for coal, machinery, cargo and cabins. 
A steamship, therefore, with a high degree 
of safety attained in this way, could be 
built, but the expense of running her would 
be prohibitively expensive. Few people 
could afford to pay the rates that would 
have to be charged for passage on her. 
‘Longitudinal in addition to the trans- 
verse bulkheads aro sometimes suggested as 
a means to securing greater safety, and they 
are now being used in warships. What 
is the result? It takesa week to load 
them with coal alone. Then, as to safety, 
the British war ship Victoria, which went 
down in fifteen minutes after having been 
struck by her sister ship,the Cainperdown, 
had longitudinal bulkheads. Unless my 
memory plays me false, it was deciared at 
the time that the war ship went down so 
easily because of her longitudinal bulk- 
heads. The disadvantage of longitudinal 
construction ‘is that in the event of a col-

The chief tools of the burglar are the 


** jimmy,” nippers and ‘‘drag.” In addi- 
tion to these there will be a series of drills, 
punchers, wedges, and a brace and bite. 
The drills and bits will be of all sizes, run- 
ning from those almost as small and tine as 
a needle up to powerful ones an inch o: two 
thick. A complete assortment of these 
tools is hard to get, and when the kit is 
made complete it is highly prized by the 
owner. They are taken to the blacksmith 
separately and tempered to an extreme 
hardness. No one would suspect the pur- 
pose tor which they were designed. Other 
forgers make the nippers and ‘‘jimmy.” 
The latter is a steel bar of great strength 
and fineness, but it is divided into sections, 
so that it can be unscrewed and carried with 
greater convenience. 
The nippera resemble a pair of curling 
tongs, with sharp little teeth for catching 
hold of keys that are in the locks inside of 
the house. By means of the nippers the 


actually used to unlock the door before 
being removed. The custom of leaving the 
key in the lock as ® precaution against 
burglars, who are reputed to carry false 
keys with them, is rea'ly one of great help 
to professional robbers instead of a hin- 
drance.

By 
theans of it the most powerful sifes are 
opened within afew minutes, and without 
so much noiee as to attract the attention of 
a policeman outside of the building.

The premium income, owing mainly to 
general business depression and deprecia- 
tion in values, shows a falling off compared 
with that of the preceding year, but this 
was more than counterbalanced by reduced 
losses, and the revenue account.shows an 
excess $111,453.47 of income over expendi- 
ture. Two half-yearly dividends at the 
rate of ten per cent. per annum have been 
declared , $10,000 carried to reserve fund, 
which now amounts to §1,100,000; and 
after providing an ample reinsurance 
reserve to meet liabilities on outstanding 
policies, the net surplus of the Company 
has been increased to $377,247.59. 

Your Directors feel assured that the 
Sharebolders will have learned with deep 
regret of the recent loss which the Company 
has sustained in the death of its late 
President, Mr. A. M. Smith, who, as a 
Director for the past twenty-nine years, 
and as President since 1883, had, by his 
wise counse! and the active personal interest 
he had always taken in its personal affairs, 
contributed largely to the success of the 
Company. 

The vacancies caused by Mr. Smith's 
death have been filled by the election of 
the Vice-President, Mr. Geo. A.Cox, to the 
presidency ; and of the Managing Direct- 
er, Mr. J.J.Kenny, to the position of Vice- 
President ; the vacancy on the Board being 
filled by the appointment of Mr. J. K. Os- 
borne as a Dicector.

Lhe President, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said :— 

I am sure that I express the sentiments 
of every Shareholder of the Conapany when 
I say that the absence from the chair of one 
who for so many years has presided over 
our annual gatherings,and maintained such 
& constant oversight ot the affairs of 
the Company, is a source of sincere re- 
gret. This feeling is painfully impressed 
upon us at this, the first Sharehviders’ 
meeting for thirty years from which our 
late President has been absent. You will, 
I am sure, agree with me that we are for- 
tunate in having secured for our Board- 
room so excellent a portrait as that before 
you of ove who has s0 well earned a piace 
of honor upon its walls, and whose kindly 
disposition, business integrity, and biame- 
less life have left upon the annals of our 
business community, and more particularly 
upon the minds of those intimately as- 
sociated with him, arecord which must 
afford us pleasure,’ as well as profit,to con- 
template. Although in failirg health for 
some time past, Mr. Smith continued to take 
adeepinterest in the business of the Company 
and to fulfil the duties of his office until after 
the close of the year with which the report 
jnet read deals, and I feel, therefore, in 
presenting it, that I am rendering, on his 

half, an account of the final year of his 
Presidency, rather than submitting areport 
by vir ue of the position to which the 
Directors have recently done me _ the 
honor to elect me. In performing this duty 
my task isa comparatively light one, fer 
the statement of the accounts of the year, 
which has been in the hands of Sharehold- 
ers for some days, is one which appears to 
call fee no lengthened explanations, and 
certainly requires no words of apol 
at my hands. Froma Shareliolder’s poms 
of view, and taking into account the de- 
pressed condition of general business- 
over the entire continent during the 
year, it must be regarded, I think, as 
an eminently satisfactory statement, 
showing, as it does, that after paying out 
of the profits of the year our usual dividend 
of ten per cent. upon thecapital, we have 


been able to add $10,V00 toour reserve fund; |, 


and that after providing an ampie reserve 
for running off outstanding risks, we have 
made a substantial addition to our net sur- 
plus. On the whole, therefore, I say that I 
think we may congrtulate ourselves,as well 
as the officers and agente of the Company, 
upon the result of tne year’s transactions, 
bearing evidence, as it does, of that careful 
selection of risks and judicious supervision 
which is so essential in times when depre- 
ciation in the vaiue of all classes of property 
is liable to increase the hazard of fire under- 
writing. Although the report deals only 
witb the business of 1894, I may bepermitted 
to refer briefly to matters relating to the 
present year, and in this connection I may 
first allude to the unfortunate experience 
of our own city during the early part of 
January, when by two hres, occurring 
within a week of each other, property to 
the value of close upon one million and a 
half dollars, and embracing several of what 
were regarded ae our best mercantile risks, 
was destroyed, involving o lees of nearly 
one million dollars to insurance companies. 
With the large interéste which the “*West- 
ern” has in Toronto, iv is needless to say 
that we could not hope to escape heavy 
losses in such disasters; but lam pleased 
to be able to inform you that our lines were 
so well distributed, and on the larger risks 
reduced by reinsurance, that our net 
loss by these two fires was $37,200, 
an amount not sufficient te serious- 
ly affect, with our present large 
income, the average of the year’s lossss. 
As a result of these fires, the improv- 
ed fire protection which Las long been 
urgently in Toronto seems y to 
be afforded. It will be of interest also to 
Shareholders to know that a contract has 
beenentered into under which we bave rein- 
sured the Canadian business of the United 
Fire Insurance Company, of Manchester, 
England, which Company has ceased doing 
business in the Dominion, being, in fact, 
pow in courve of liquidation. This wili 
naturally bring some increass in the volume 
of our Canadian fire businese,from which we 
have in the past derived a fair profit, and 
from which we feel that we may reasonably 
leok for satiefac results in the future.

The Uses of Hot Water. 


The beat methods of using hot water are 
as follows:—For sprains of the ankle and 
wrist or any joint the part should be 
thoroughly soaked for half an hour ata 
time,night and morning, in very hot water.

Laundry Hints. 


In order to do up a shirt properly, iron 
every part of it before the bosom, being 
careful not to stretch the neck. Then slip 
in the bosom board, and with a cloth wrung 
out of hot water rub the bosom well, clean- 
ing off the surplus starch. Ifthe bosoms 
wrinkle anywhere rub them toward the 
bottom. Iron quickly with a hot iron, but 
aot hot enough to etick and scorch, Raise 
the plaite with the blunt edge of a knife 
and iron again, polishing until there is an 
even gloss over the entire surface. 

An ironing cushion helps diminish ‘‘that 
tired feeling” on ironing day. It is simply 
several thicknesses of old carpet tacked to- 
gether, and waed to stand upon, and it isa 
great relief to the feet, Suoh a rug or 
cushion before the table at which dishes 
are washed, or any work at which one must 
stand is to be done, is also advantageously 
employed. 

A pair of old leose kid gloves should be 
worn while ironing. 

If flat irons are rough and smoky, lay a 
little tine salt on a flat surface, and rub 
them well. It will smooth them and pre- 
vent sticking. 

Ordinary irom rast may be removed by 
applying lemon juice and salt. Care must 
be exercised in useing thison colored fab- 
rics. If machine o1 stains get on white 
goods, rubthem with lemon juice, cover 
with salt and place in ceunshine fora time, 

if fine clottes become scorched in the 
ironing, often the yellow look can be en- 
tirely 1emoved by banging the article in 
the bright sunshine. 

If you have black or tinted cambrics or 
muslins which you hesitate to trust to the 
laundress, give them a first dip yourself in 
water with which you have stirred a tea- 
spoonful of black pepper. This is also said 
to save gray and buff jine:s from spots when 
rinsed in the first water. 

Making starch with saspy water is the 
bess way to produce a ginss, and prevent 
the iron from sticking. 

A new method of cleaning clothes is 
suggested: Dip the clothes brush in the 
yolk ofan egg, so that the bristles are 

uite wet. Allow it to dry, and then use, 
Tis treatment has, it is eaid, the effect to 
make the brushing especially effective. 

To wash chamois leather dissolve a little 
soda in warm water, and after rubbing some 
soft soap weil into the leather, soak it for 
two hours, covering up the pan. Movethe 
leather about and rub it gently; when it is 
clean, rinse with a slight lather of soap ina 
weak solution of soda and warm water. It 
requires no other rinsing than this, as it is 
the small quantity of pure soap adhering 
to the leather that helps to soften it. Wring 
tightly in a rough towel, and dry quickly 
in the eun or near a fire. 


Cottonsin the Laundry. 


French aateens will clean beautifully by 
putting them in a lather of lukewarm soap-

dissolved ; rinse in water also having salt 
in it ; dip in very thin starch, and roll up 
in a clean sheet; in two hours iron on the 
wrong side. Remove coffee stains from a 
white dress with the yoke of an egg mixed 
with twenty drops of glycerine; wash off 
with warm water, and iron on the wrong 
side. A tablespoonful of sal soda ina 
gallon of cold rinsing water will brighten 
blue and purple lawns, while a teacupful of 


vinegar toagallun of water willimprovegreen 
anc pink shades. Ifthe color has been 
taken out ofa linen bodice by careless 
washing, it is claimed that it may be re- 
atored by dipping the article in a solution 
of one part of aceticacid to tweive parts 
of water. Remove acorch stains from your 
summer muslins by soaking the cloth in 
lukewarm water, says Ladies’ Home 
Journal, squeezing lemon juice over it, and 
sprinkling a little salt also on the stain ; 
then bleachin the sun. Clean black and 
navy blue lawns and batistes by washing 
in hot suds containing a cup of salt ; rinse 
in very blue water and dry in the shade ; 
than dip ina very blue and thin starch, 
and, when nearly dry, iron with a moder- 
ately warm iron on the wrong side. When 
you have cleaned allthe materials on hand, 
the most difficult part of your undertaking 
will have been overcome, and you will not 
find it « very difficult matter to make your 
old clothes appear new, Your nice ging- 
hams and percales should be washed in 
moderately warm water having salt in it 
to *‘set” the colors. Dry them in the shade, 
and use very thin, warm—not cold—starch ; 
ironon the wrong side with a medium 
warm iron, Do not soak them overnight.

INDISCRIMINATE GIVING. 

The Evils Mave Been so Frequently Point- 
ed @ut That the Practice Has Beea 
Almest Discontinued. 

At this season of the year, when the va- 
ied claims upon benevolence are the most 
pressing, and when every compassionate 
heart is throbbing in sympathy with the 
suffering which cannot always be healed, 
and the wants which cannot always 
be supplied, there are certain problems 
which every charitable person should think 
out and solve for himself, in order to make 
his beneficence of the greatest and most 
permanent value. The evils of indiecrimin- 
avealmsgiving have eo frequently been 
pointed out that its practice is now largely 
discontinued ; but it is not always a simple 
or easy matter to find the right substitute 
forit. Indeed, it is to be feared that the 
discovery of its injurious tendency may, in 
some quarters, have checked the flow of 
the benevolent impulse, instead of direct- 
ing it into saferchaonels. Not less heip, 
but more thought is the great need of the 
time in this direction. How to relieve 
indigence without creating pauperism, how 
to supply pressing wants without breaking 
down independence, how to be charitable 
to one without being unjust to another,are 
questions which appeal to us from time to 
time, and which should not appeal in vain. 
We are responsible not only for the immedi- 
ate results, but also for the remote conse- 
quences of our gctions ; thus if we do not. 
mingle intelligence with our charity we 

have not fulfilled our obligations. 

While nothing can supercede personal 
investigation and influence, it is also true 
that many of the benevoient organizations 
meet apd, to a great extent, solve this 
problem. Doubtless if most of the money 
that is given impulsively and for temporary 
necessities was directed through their chan- 
nels, it would accomplish far more unmixed 
good than it does at the present time. And 
if individuals would, to the extent of their 
power, interest themselves and give some 
pereonal assistance to theee larger enter- 
prices, they would speedily find safe and 
abundant outlet for all their kindly sym- 
pathies. 

First of all in importance is the sincere 
desire for the accomplishment of the object 
proposed. Many of the public undertakings 
to which we give, in response to over 
persuasion, awaken no auch desire in our 
hearte, We look on them with indifference, 
or even doubt and disapproval, yet we 
yield to the arguments and importunity of 
another, and we allow our nameg and our 
money to belie our hearts and our thoughts, 
Profeesor Fowler, of Oxford, in discussing 
this subject, says: ‘‘ Peop'e ought to have 
sufficient mental independence toask them- 
selves what will be the ultimate effects of 
subscribing their money, and if the 
honestiy believe that those effects will be 
pernicious or of doubtful utility, they 
ought to have the courage <o refuse it. 


Keeping the Juice In.—I have found it,

juice in ite proper place, namely the pie.’ 
After wetting the crust and cutting the 
edge a1 usual, loosen the crust from the 
plate and ‘‘crimple”’ it as you would for 
pumpkin pie,/ andif the juice runs out 
please tell me, The next time you make a 


prune pie mix with the prunes a quarter of 
a cnp of raizins, seeded and chopped. 


Baked Spare Ribs and Krout.—Trim aod 
wash a spare rib, crack the bones through 
the center and again on either side for con- 


venience in carving, but do not cut them 
before cooking. Lay the rib ina baking 
pan. Fut én it a quart of sour krout ; fold 
the rib together, add acupful of boiling 
water, cover the pan with another of equal 
size. Putin a hot oven and bake one hour 
or longer. When done, carefully slip the 
whole rib on a platterand send to the table 
as it was baked, ‘The best way in tae 
world to cook krout,”so say they who have 
eaten i*. 


THE CONGO FREE STATE. 


The Territories of the State Are the Per- 
senal Possession ef the Hing of the 
Belgians. 

The proposal soon to be made to the Bel- 
gian Chambers for the formal annexation of 
the Congo Free State is in accord with the 
trend of events for some years past. Un- 
der the General Act of the Berlin Confer- 
ence of 1884-85, and the condition under 
which the Belgian government recognized 

hat act, the territuries of the state are the 
personal possession of the king of the Bel- 
gians. That sovereign was one of the first 
o interest himself in geographical discov- 
ery and commercial development in Africa, 
having during? Mr. Stanley’s progress ap 
the Cengo in 1876,founded the Internation- 
al Atrican Association, which had for ite 
objects the suppression of the slave and 
liquor traffic, the opening of new markets, 
etc. The formation of the Lpternationa 
Congo Association some three years after- 
ward, and the success of Mr. Stanley in 
opening up the Congo valley, gavea new 
object to his ambition, that of founding a 
great African state, free to the trade of all 
nations, and operating as a civilizing force 
in the Dark Continent. The rapidly grow- 
ing jealousies of other European powers 
possessed of territorial ambitions, and the 
bickerings of France and Portugal over 
control of the mouth of the Congo, brought 
| matters toe crisis, and led to the Berlin 

Conference of 1884, for the adjudication of 

all African questions. 

Under the General Act of this conference, 
the Cor ~9 State, already partially organiz- 
ed by t.. International African Associa- 
tion, Was formally recognized, the associa- 
tion merged into ite government,and, a few 
months later, ita sovereignty vested in 
King Leopold with the assent of the Beigian 
Parliament on condition that the union 
between Belgium and the new state should 
be wholly personal. Since that time the 
king has largely borne the cost of admin- 
istration of the etate out of his private 
fortune, having expended, it is estimated, 
not less than $8,000,000; but the annual 
revenue is even now leas by $200,0%0 than 
the expenses, and Hi® is no. longer able to 
meet the deficit. A proposal is, therefore, 
to be made to the Belgian Parliament to 
annex the territories; and though a few 
years ago it would not have been consider- 
ed by that body, it is believed that the 
prejudice existing in the kingdom against 
colonial adventure has now been so far 
overcome that it will be accepted. By a 
will made in 1889 the king devised ali his 
tights in the Congo State to the Belgian 
kingdom, and a year later the government 
made a loan tothe king to be used in the 
state, on condition that at ite expiration 
Belgium could take the territories 1f it so 
desired, ateps which have prepared the 
people for the present proposal.

The number of suicides wae 4,912, against 
4,460 in 1893, 3,860 in 1892 and 3,331 in 
1891. No doubt the hard times has a 
direct bearing on this, for nearly one-half 
the suicidesare ascribed to despondency. 
The amount of money etolen by embezziers, 
defaulters, etc., was $25,231,112, the high- 
eston record. There was a startling in- 
crease in the number of murders. In 1894 
these amounted to 9,800 against 6,615 in 
1893 and 3,567 in 1889. It is butfsir to 
bear in mind that increases in crime so 
appaling as thismay partly be due to a 
better method of keeping the record. We 
have no wish to paint the situation any 
blacker than The Tribune itself dows, 

The inference that may justly be drawn 
from these statistics is that crime in the 
republic ie aggravated by their system, 
Judical and political, and by other condi- 
tions, whick even a radical alteration in the 
constitution could hardly hope to amelio- 
rate. You cannot, by statute or executive 
measures, inculcate a national respect for 
law and order when it is absent, and what 
the millions of iaw-abiding property-owning 
people in the States have most to fear is 
the undermining of the material interests 
and social stability by the lawless element.

The people of the American Re- 
public are almost face to face with the 
problem, Shall the constitution over. 
ride the voice and will of the people? 
The Courts are declaring the enact- 
ments of Congress invalid, almost as 
fast as the enactments receive the 
Presidential signature. The latest 
Supreme Court decision bears upon the 
Income Tax, and practically transforms 
the law into a futility. The same 
problem may confront Canadians at no 
distant date. If it is admitted that 
Canada’s constitution compels Mani- 
toba to return to the Separate School 
system, then it may be stated that we 
are even now at the point where the 
problem must be considered. The 
Government's action in passing the 


remedial order can only be justified by 
the plea that it was a constitutional 
necessity. Granting the plea, the 
ground is at once taken that agitation 
for amendments to the constitution is 
likewise a necessity.

Preparing Stables for Winter. 

Every carefui farmer wili at this time 
see that his stable doors fit froperly, and 
that all cracks are stopped. If not attended 
to animal heat wili be lost and feed con-

sequently wasted. Pieces of old horse 
blankets or strips of carpet sewed together 
in one great curtain with a broad hem on 
the upper edge and strung on a wire at the 
top of the door frame, will make an effectual 
storm door. This is pushed aside in 
the morning and drawn in place the last 
thing at night before shutting the out- 
side door, Where stanchions are ased 
cows, make a drop six to 12 inches deep 
and tight enough to hold ell liquids. It 
must be of sufficient depth to prevent a 
lazy animal standing with her hind feet in 
1t. Cows do not like to stand with their 
back much out of the level. The rows of 
atauchions may be made in panels so that 
they can be moved to and from the trench 
jae cach antiak atest Build a in 
front of the stachions 18 inches wide. at 
bottom, 23 ft at top and 2 ft deep.. This 
will prevent ecattering the feed. Otherwise 
in the endeavor to reach it, the hind feet 
get into the drop and when the cow recov- 
ers herself the bedding issoiled. The cow 
which has a habit of — caus- 
ing the droppings to fall on floor and 
not into the drop, may be treated thus: To 
one end of a 6-inch board (a) long enough 
to reach from the ceiling nearly to 
cow’s back, nail a similar board (5) 1S inches 
long and at right angles to it. On 
opposite end fasten a 2x4 (c) 12 inches long 
with rounded ends so that staples can 
drawn over them in‘o the ceiling dizectly 
over the cow's back. This may be swung 
out of the way when the cattle are not in 
barn.

Treatment of Soils That Wash. 

Land liable to wash badly should never 
be plowed in fall or winter. Keep it in sod 
as long as it is profitable to do so, snd when 
it has to be broken up plow it just before 
planting. Work it in corn, potatoes, or 
some hard crop and then seed it to grain 
early in September, says the Baltimore 
American. 

It should be seeded in rye if the land is 
wanted next season for trucking or for the 
potato crop. Drill acrose the field, and 
not up anddown. The quantity of seed to 
drill to the acre is important. If wanted 
primarily to keep the soil from washing 
and to improve its texture at thesame time 
drill three bushels per acre along with 200 
pounds of phesphate to the acre. The rye 
will grow rapidly if gotten in during the 
month of September, and the roots will. so 
met asto hold the sod well together. 
Where the field is quite steep, and isofa 
rotten rock formation or a sandy Joam, the 
writer has seen great benefit in drilling a 
bushei aud a half up and down the slope 
and the same quantity across the field, the 
two drilliugs covering the ground pretty 
effectually, and the roote holding the soil 
together like crab grase, 

Where there are washed gulleys, fill io 
with brush, stumps, stones, or cornetalke. 
Stick the cut ends of the brush downwards 
into the soil and let the brush part point 
upwards, This will help hold the soil in 
check. Take the plow and throw the fur- 
rows into the cavity by going up on one 
sideand down the other. After all the 
earth is gotten in that can be placed there 
with the plow, harrow the plowed ground 
on each side and plow again. By this 


means you can fill in quite a deep ravine 
without using the shovel or cart—this 
makes the work fog reer If a ateel 
horse scoop can be it will further help 
to cheapen the work.

Getting out the Manure. 

As fully es the other work will perm: 
all of the manure made durixg the winter 
should be hanled out and applied before the 
spring work opens. It is an exceptional 
case when it will be better to have the ma- 
nure in the stables or sheds ratier than on 
the fields,and it will pay to use all reasona- 
ble means to get itall out. On the majority 
of farms there ought not to be any ditii- 
culty in finding plenty of places where i+ 
can be app!ied with profit. 

Plowed fields that are to be planted with 
cultivated crops, the meadows and the 
orchard, are all good places for manuring 
during the winter and early spring, and 
there ie little danger of getting them too 
rich. The full benefit of an application of 
manure may not always show the tirs: 
season, an. especially if fresh, as plant 
food, in order to be available, must be 
soluble, and only a comparatively small 
per cent. of fresh manure is ina soluble 
condition, but the contact with the soil 
and the action of rain as a moisture, and 
of the air, will aid materially in making it 
soluble, and thie process can go on in the 
soil as well if not better than out of it, 
while the growing crop will be able to get 
the benefit from what is already in an

AMONG THE STOKERS. 


The Enermous Amount ef Coal Consumed 
em the Great Atlantic Liners. 


Not a little guesswork has been gene 
hrough by many as to the probab'e quanti- 
ties of coal which are daily elled into 
the furnace-mouths ot such ,ig Atlantic 
liners as the steamers Paris, New York, 
Campania, and Lucama, Ten years ago 
100 tons a day was considered a most 
prodigious consumption, little likely to be 
exceeded in the years to come, 1 wond- 
ering comment there was in plenty that so 
vast @ quantity should find a legivimate 
outlet. Since then, however, the public 
mind has been educated up to higher fig- 
ures,and statementaof 200and even 300 tons 
a day have ceased to attract more than 
passing notice Three hundred and fitty 


tons, in fact, are said to be burned on the 
Paris and the New York in every twenty- 
four hours, but of the Lucania and Cam- 
pania no particulars have ever been given, 
so that an approximation based on what is 
known of the power equipment of trese 
ships is all that can be offered, Twenty- 
eight thousand horse-power has beea 
assumed to be the amount that each of 
these vessels require to propel them at the 
great speed which they maintain. Added 
to this power of the main engines must be 
the appreciable figure represented by the 
host of auxiliary engines and pumps which 
are necessary adjuncts,and which, with the 
steam-heating systems and hot-water 
apparatus, help to swell the steam con- 
sumption to such a degree that a total 
allowance of, say, sixteen pounds of steam 
per hour for each of the 28,000 horse- 
power may be taken as quite within the 
mark. Allowing, then, a boiler perform 
mance of eight pounds of steam per pound 
of coal, which cannot be far wrong, we 
have a coal consumption of two pounds per 
een for each horse-power, or pine: 

unds, equivalent to tons per day. 
This is erates plain figuring, though, of 
course, partly speculative, and while the 
outcome may seem exaggeratively high, it, 
no doubt, quite truthfully represents the 
facts in the case. 


GRAPPLING SUBMARINE CABLES. 


Bringing Up a Cable Frem he Bettem 
the Sea Requires Skill of the Mighes 
Order. 

It is said that one submarine cable s 
laid at a depth of 18,000 feet, though the 
statement is doubtial. But there are at 
least three cables working in a depth of 
nearly 17,000 feet,and four in about 16,000. 

The vast majority lie in water about 
12,000 feet deep or less. Some sections of 


the Pacific cable, when it finally gets laid, |. 


wiil be submerged in perhaps 21,000— 
3,500 fathoms—from which it will be easy 
to infer that the work will be difficult and 
that repairs will be costly. Running out 
a new cable into the still depths of ocean is 
a delicate and ticklish job, but when 1t 
comes to bringing up a section for repairs 
after 1t has lain for years subject to all 
manner of.deleterious action by earthquake 
silting, accumulation of debris, corrosion 
and strain, across valleys and chasms, the 
skill demanded is of the highest order. The 
apparatus has also to be at once sensitive 
and strong. As is generally known, the 
repairing steamer proceeds tothe point where 
caiculation shows the break or damage to 
have happened, and then lowers a grapnel, 
which it slowly drags across the route of 
the cable at right angles. As soon as a 
tension on the grapnel rope is noted, due to 
catching the cable it has hooked, great 
pains have to be taken lest the precious 
treasure-trove slip off at any stage of its 
journey up to daylight. Special grapnels 

ave been devised for thie important work 
In one of the latest the prongs project from 
a hood like the claws of a crab or turtle. 
Should any of them come in contact with 
rock on the bottom of the sea they recede 
within the shieid sufficiently to let the 
gtapnel glide over the obstruction. Tne 
writer has seen chunks of prehistoric gran- 
ite as big as one’s fist brought up 38 a 
clogged grapnel from more than 1000 
fathoms of water. In this new grapnel the 
prong, if it has hooked a bight of cable, 
will etall hold on when it retracte into the 
shell, Another form of the same hooded 
gtapnel is made flat and broad, rather 
than round, so that it may be drazged 
through mud and ooze without banking it 
up eo as to cffer resistance.

The Hen Wave Dispiaceé the Women in 
the Dairies of the Country. 


If women are crowding men out of some 
fields of employment, there is at least one 
in which this process of displacement is 
reversed, That isthe dairy. There the wife 
was once queen, but now the husband holds 
the sceptre. And the change has been for 
the better. The dairy industry of Canada 
was pretty well ran down when the men 
of the country took hold of it, set is on its 
lege and soon made a flourishing branch 
of production out of it. Butter was the 
only dairy product turned oat when the 


women had charge, and good batter much 
of it was. But the butter that was bad 


and indifferent outweighed the good. The 
mode of marketing tended to lower the 
quality. The farmers’ wives bartered 
their butter for merchandise at the country 
stores, and the country merchants, not 
wanting to make fish of one and fowl of 
the other, paid the

have lost custom. Since bad buteer brought 
as large a price as good butter, there was 
nothing to Ee gained by keeping up a high 
standard of excellence. So average o° 
quality declined, tons of butter were mad.

ket in Beitain. Then the men stepped in. 
They carted the bulk of the milk to cream- 
eries and cheese factories, and these yield- 
ed profitable returns almost fzom the start. 
The production of cheese increased by leaps 
and bounds, and went on so prosperously 
that it now takes the lion’s share of our 
milk. Fifteen years ago we had a compara- 
tively small number of milch cows, and for 
much of their produce we could not find 
sale, Now we have a large number of miich 
cows, and they are all giving profitable 
return on the focd they consume. In other 
ways dairy interests nave improved under 
the men’s adminis:ration. The care of the 
cattle, their food, drink, ahelier, their 
treatment, breeding, etc., have all under- 
gonea marked change. Men have put the 
dairy industry on ascientifis and commer- 
cial basis, and behold the astonishing 
results! Nowadays no dogor boy must 
chase or annoy a cow that gives milk. She 
must have clean, well-aired, warm, com- 
fortable quarters. She must be milked

ber milk has to be kept apart from all 
odors, the cream has vo be separated in a 
certain way,and the dairy has been changed 
almost into a laboratory, where the nicest 
care 1s taken to keep milks of differing 
richness in butter-fat from being thrown 
into the same vessel or from being tainted. 
Moreover, acow has to yield a milk that 
contains a certain percentage of butter-fat 
or she will be ced on the retired list. 
Mere volume of milk no longer counts. 
The receipte from the dairy are now too 
large to be passed over as pin money to the 
mietress of the household..

Her 
Majesty is particularly fond of animals, and 
she loves every species of dog, from the 
largest St. Bernard to the tiny King 


Charles spaniel which can be put into a 


coat poeket. 

There isa man at Windsor Castle who 
does nothing else but take care of the dogs, 
and the royal kennels there are of stone, 
and the yards are paved with red and blue 
tilee, and the compartments in which the 
littie dogs sleep are warmed with hot 
water, and they have the freshest and 
cleanest of straw in which to lie. 

There are fifty-five dogs in theese kennels 
and almost all of them are acquainted with 
the Queen. She visits them otten while sh 
1s at the castle, and she looks carefully 
after their health and comforts. The dogs 
ot Windsor Castle keep regular hours. They 
are turned out at a certain time each day 
tor their exercise and sporta, and they have 
a number of courte connected with the 
kennels upon which ot scamper to and 
fro over green lawns. ere are umbrella- 
like affairs on these lawns, where they can 
lie in the shade if they wish tw,and in some 
of them there are pools of water where the 
dogs can take a bath, and in which they 
swim and come out and shake themselves 
just as though they were ordinary yellow 
dogs rather than royal puppies.’
